Fire Breaks Out Dui'iug’ Matinee Perform- 
aiice of “Mr Bluebeard’- and Terrified 
Audience, Menaced by Flames and Fnmes 
of Deadly Gases, Engages in a Fearftil 
Straggle-—Some Biirned to Death, Others 
Suffocated, but Majority Are Trampled 
Under Foot in Terrifying Effort to Beach 
Exit'^—Fire Estrapes Lacking.

lai’^cst and, as far as human po\y<*r could-niake it, safest theatru in 
picago. Estimates of dead and injured vary.^ The polic<; eount of dead 
five hundred and thirty-Six, Tlie efftiniate of newspapers is five hun-' 
rod and sixty-two. Besides this tliere are fifty-thr^ ploplomissing at 
lidnight, a majority of whoni are probably among the 
dead 
in |he 
'loorguc and various undertakm^ establislunents. 
Eighty-six of the dead 
have been )>ositively identifieirand ninety-two others are known to bo in- 
Ijurt^. A few of these ixiople were burned to death by fire, many suffocat- 
«'d by gas and scores trampled to death 
panic followinir a mad 


plunge of the frightened audience for exiil^>'There are bodies lying by 
ilie dozens to night in undertaking rooms, police stations and hospitals, 
from which nearly everything that could reveal their identity is gone. 
Tlieir clothing is torn to rags or burne<l to cinders and faees trampled 
into an unrecognizable pulp by the.heels of the crowd that trmapled them 
down as they fled for safety. 


ORIGIN OF FIRE 


Started Duriàg^ Second Act of 
><Mr. Bluebeard.” 


The lire broke out during the second 
act of “Mr. Bluebeard/’ the first dramátic 
1 »reduction produced in the theatre .since 
its erection. 
The company, which .was 
\ ery large, escaped to the street in safety* 
nearly all, however, being comt>elled to 
ilec into the sjnowy streets with no cioth- 
niff but their stage costumes. 
few 
members of the company sustained, mihor 
injuries, but none were serioüsiy hurt, 


Account.s of the origin of the fire are 
conflicting and none of them certain, but 
the best reason given is an electric ’wrire 
nc-ar the lower part of a piece of drop 
.scenery suddenly broke and was ground- 
t‘d. The fire spread rapidly toward the 
front of tiie stage, fu sin g members of 
the chorus then engaged in the perform­ 
ance to flee “to the'wings with screams of 
terror. The fire itself up to this time was 
not serious and possibly could have»lieen 
checked had npt the asbestos curtain fail­ 
ed to work. As soon as th^ fire was dis­ 
covered i^ddie Fii^, chief comedian of the 
company, shouted to lower thejCÚrtaiñ anji 
this was immediately done. It idescended 
¡bout half way and stucá. The Are'was 
lus given practically a flue through 
I'hich a strong draft was setting, ;üded 
by doors which had been thrown open in 
front of the theatre. 


Withrl roar and a botjnd the flamees shot 
through; the bpening over th©~ h^ds, of 
people ou the first floor «nd reaching;clear' 
to those in.the flrs|t balcony,-caught 
am and burned them to death -where 
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toward the .stage a.*« if the perfox*man'ce 
wa.q still going on. it was the opihion of 
firemen the.se people were .suffocnted at 
once by the flow of gas which*came from' 
behind the asbesto.s curtain. 


4.IJI TRIED FOR SAilE BXlT. 


It is estimated l,3t»0 people were in the 
theatre. Only about three hundred were 
on the first floor, the others being in bal­ 
conies and hallways back of them. From 
the rear of each balcony are tjiree^oors 
leading to passagewa>ys toward the front 
of the theatre. Two of these doorways 
are at the ènd of the balcony, one in the 
center. The audience in its flight, seems 
to have oliosen the left entraniie and at­ 
tempted to make its way down the eastern 
staircase into the lobby. Outside-^of. peo-; 
piê burned and .suffocated by gas it was 
in these two doorways on thé first and 
second ba,lconies th<^^eatest loss of life 
occurred. "When ifire)^^ entered the bùlld- 
ing' dead were fof^^stretched-Jib a.pile 
reaching from tlie head of the staintfay at 
least eight feet from the door back to a 
point .jaboüt üve feet in ~the. rear of the 
door..

other portion of the body and pull with 
main strength. Men worked at the task 
with tears running down Iheir cheeks and 
RObs of rescuers could be-heard even in 
the hall below where this awful .scene w^as 
jbeing cnacted. A number of men were 
compelled to abandon the. task and givò 
it over to others wohse nerves had not as 
yet been shakën by the awful experience. 


As one by one the bodies were, dragged 
out of the water^soaked, blackened mass 
of corpses the spectacle became more and 
more heartrending. 
There -were women 
whose clothing was torn completely from 
their bodies above the w'aist line, whose 
bosoms had. been trampled into pulp and 
whose faces were marred beyond all power 
6f identification. Inside the theatre there 
were no .such number of dead In any one 
spot, but bodies lay in the first and second 
balconies in great tiumbers. ': In some 
places they were plléd up in aisles three 
and four deep where one had fallen and 
•thers tripped over the prostrate forma 
and all had died where they. lay. evidently 
suftqcated by gas. Others were bent over 
the backs of seats where they had been 
thrown by the rush for the doors and 
killed with hardly a chance to rise ìrori 
their seats. One man was found with Ills 
back bent nearly double, the spinal column 
haviini been fractured as he w-as throwh 
backward. A woman was found cut tiear- 
ly In two by the back of a seat, she liaving 
bc«n forced over It face dciwnward. 
FACES REFLECTED DEATH,AQONY.

entire upper poj^|^ of his body had been 
cut into mincemeat and carried away by 
the feet of those who trampled him,r^ 
Search was carefully made with hope of 
finditig his head, But at a late hour' to 
night it was not discovered and all that 
will ever tell his friends who he was. is 
the color and appearance of thè clbffiing 
fin the lower limbs, and this Is in such 
condition as to be hardl2^> recognizable.

FlUE ESCAPE LADDERS NOT UP. 
Thè theatre wa.s so "recently constructed 
that fire escape laddérs were not yet in 
place, though the balconies to which they 
werè to be attached were up. When the 
panic was* at its height great numbers of 
women ran ■ for the fire escapes in ' the 
alley, only to find themselves on a small 
iron platform thirty to fifty feet from the 
ground ’ with fire beiiind them and no 
means of escape In front. The crowd fol­ 
lowing pressed upon those who reached 
the platform first and soon^the iron ledges 
were Jammed with w^omen who screamed, 
fought and tore at ^eaeh. other like nia- 
niacs. This lasted but a brtef interval, and 
the rush from the interior was so violent 
many were crowded off and fell to the 
grantte-paved alley ,below. Othérs leaped 
fron^^he platform^ fracturing, legs and 
arms, and two .were picked up at this 
point with fractured skulls, having been 
killed instantly. .Hen occupying offices op- 
poslte endeavored to secure a ladder to 
rescue'those on :tRe piatfontis, but not 
findihg one caught up isome' planks >at

CITY a p p a l l e d BT CATASTROPHE. 


Rajely in the history*of Chicago has its 
people been so stirred, as by the calamity 
of to day. It Is, next 
the Chicago-fire 
the greatest catas^ophe th'at ever oc- 
curerd here, and tliè speed with which it 
came and went seem ed^r ia briet period 
to appal the business sel||on of the city. 
Crowds rushed to the scene and heavy de­ 
tails of police massed there found it for 
a time almost.impossible tb hold back the 
frenzied people, many 
of whom 
had 
friends or-relations In the theatre and 
were anxlotis to learn something of them. 
Officers held their ground i^|nly and 
pushed back those who sought ei^ance to 
the theatre, although in some instances 
frantic men, anxfous to look for their 
loved ones, actually beat the officers with 
their flst9 In their rage at being prevent­ 
ed. Ift large numlwr, however, succeeded 
in breaking through the police lines and 
entering the theatre and In many cases 
assisted In the heroic .work of rescuing 
the injured and carrying out the dead.

The building vvas so fuU of smoke when 
the flrferoen first arrived that the full ex­ 
tent of the catastrophe was not immedi- 
.ately grasped until a firema^n and a news­ 
paper man crawled up to the balcony, 
holdinigr. Handkerchiefs Oyer their, mouths 
to avoid suffocation. As tliey rcached the 
doorway the fireman, whose vision was 
better trilined,in.suclf em^gencles, seised 
his companion by the arm, exclaiming: 
**Go^ God,.manI . don’t walk on their 
faces." They tried vainly to get through 
the' door, which ~waa Jammed with dea!^ 
women piled higher than, either of their 
headSi JThe t w Immediately hurried to 
tfie floor .below and inform^ Fire. Chief

BODIES OF DEAD PUÆD IN STREET. 


For over an hour two, streams of men 
passed in and out, one carrying bodies. 
the^oth^M^returning to get more. Although 
alf p.'itrol wagons and every ambulance 
owned by the city was pressed Into ser­ 
vice, they were Inadequate to carry away 
the dead. Corpses were piled in'a line 
fifty feet Jong and two and three high 
.along the-fjldewalks and gcores placed in a 
nelghl^ring restaurant. Tt .was found 
necessary to use truck.s to convey bodlc;»*. 
to morgiies/ and the dead were hauled 
away practically’ like so' much cordwood.' 
Big stores sent wagon loads of blankets, 
rolls of linen, and packages of cotton to 
bmd up wounds of Injured and cover the

W alters'and cooks from the Th«ynpson 
restaurant, adjoining the theatre rescue^ 
fifteen people by raising a ladder f r( ^ the 
roof of a si^ed to a window in the rear 
the building around which a mass of 
screaming women and children were con­ 
gregated. p. Little, head cook, mounted 
the top of thè ladder and told them: to 
jump into his arms. Fifteen women and 
children did this an<J were passed by Llt- 
tlf^ down to other men on thè ladder be­ 
low him. One woman attempted to jump 
into his arms before ho was ready to take 
hold of her and she fell to the alley, frac­ 
turing her skull and dying instantly. 


A GRAPHIC STORIF. 


Miss Cliarlotte E. Plamondon. who was 
pre^nt with a party of guests, tells a 
gHphIc story of the scene following break­ 
ing out oC'the fire. She noticed the firq 
creep along the top of the drop. curtain 
and called atteotion of. her party to it. 
They all watchëd it. Miss Plamondon said 
she could see children in the orchestra 
poj^ing upward toward the slowly mov­ 
ing flame. A stage hand appeared and 
advised the audience there was no danger. 
Eddie Foy did the same. 


“The curtain, however, still burned,” 


Plamondon, “pieces of smouMr 
ering cloth falling into the orchestrai p it 
An effort was- made by stage hands 
range thé curtain so that the blazing lirag^ 
ments would not drop into the pit. I look­ 
ed over the faces of the audience.and re­ 
marked how many children were presents 
I could see t^eir faces filled with interest 
and their eyes wide open as they watched 
the burning curtain.” 


People in the balcony rose to obtain s 
better vlèw Of thè pre. A woman In the 
rear of the place screamed “Fire!" an«| 
the entire audience rose to their feet flll^ 
ed with terror. In another instant there 
was a confused roar made by a thousand 
people as they rushed madly from im? 
pending dang«^. Chorus girls on the staged 
who had exhibited admlrablé presence of 
mihd. Curried^ to flee, but several were 
overcoiné and fell to the stage and were 
carried off by stage haiids. The uphol­ 
stering on the box oc<>upied by the party 
was thén on Are, fraQBonts failing on the 
clothing-of-the ladies..

The balcony was so 
steep many fell before they had left 
the flrst-four rows of seats. The exits, 
to fire e:?capeii were, choked and those in 
the'rear riishe'd with all the strength they 
poiises<;ed upon those'near the doorway.”

LIKENED TO. DANTE'S “INPKRNO." 


William X, Bradyr the well known New 
York theatrical manager, who was in the 
audience. In describing the panic likened 
it.to Dante's '*Interno.'* and hf. told of the 
tefribj^.gpeed of the flam'e.s and frantic ef­ 
forts of ■'people to escape. 
He said the 
scene wa.^ th é 'X«o.st awful thing imagin­ 
able. He assisted in removing 150 bodies 
which he .said “were jammed and twisted 
together in all shapes. 
Many 
of the 
women and children had been stripped 
almost naked in their efforts to escape 
from that m ing tomb.” 
He said that 
before the fift started he noticed the cal­ 
cium light was out of order. 
OPINION OF CORONER TREAGER. 


Coroner Treager. after inspection of the 
theiitre. gave it as hi.s opinion that if the 
asbe.stos curtain had been Ir. working 
order the fire might have been prevented

Pointing* out points in construction he 
said the audience could not escape with­ 
out great delay and considering speed 
with whiph the flames spread he does not 
think everybody could have got out alive. 


TRAGIC SCENES. 


The scene aroud the manager’s office 
was a constant seccesslon of tragic epi­ 
sodes. People plead pathetically for In- 
fom^ntion. regarding missing frienda. and 
it could not be given them. The saddest 
Pf î«f WS» that of a woman who sought 
b^r #on'ând failing to secure the desired 
Intormatldn tottered sorrowfully back to 
the street. 


Proprietors of the theatre made a state- 
i|>ent' this (Thursday) morning. 
It dif- 
ferjj but little from statements made by 
tboso who were on the stage, their expla­ 
nation of failure of the fire curtain to 
work being the same as the 
firemen. 
Tljey insist the building was as near fire 
p r^ f as could bo made, there bclnir noth- 
1*1» combustible e^ccept trlnunings and fur 
nfshings of the stageand audotorlunou 


ROBBING DEAD. 


Two men were arrested in theatre 
while the dead and Injured were being 
carricd out. They had ba^^ig£0^and'Were 
flUlhg them with propertyof : thfei 'dead. 
Over a dozen men accused of being thfev. 
ca or pickpockets were arrested to night.

The topic of tlie a^^ address de­ 
livered by ,J?residi^jt iPraper wafe 
"Some l/UiVprsity Questions 'TOU0I1- 
ing the Common Schools.** Probably 
the most imj)ortan;t of these as dis­ 
cussed by President ¡Draper is the 
one relatiing to tlie growing system of 
requiring coUege edil^tion for the 
entering of the professional schools. 
The system is used nOw by many of 
the older institutions. If M comes to 
obtain generally it will mean the 
shortening of the college, iiftennedi- 
ate or common school courges. Un­ 
der the present conditions a man wiU 
Ixi from 2 to 30 years old before lie 
receives iiis professional training. 
President Draper is of the opinion 
that this can never be the popular 
scliool training. 


“Under this process the danger 
tliat the student may die before he is 
able to keeo others from doing it 
niust be, remedied,” said President

Draper in speaking jiarticulariy of ^ 
young man entering the, m^d ieal próf 
fession after taking a colìegelcourèe.* 
Various plans have bòen suggested, 
but the speaker expressed the opinion 
that none of them was without objec­ 
tions and that the system Would have 
to work out its own salÿatioj;!. 


He discussed at length the plan of 
shortening the common school course 
from eight to six years. This never 
can be popular for it would injure the 
many who never go higher than the 
common school for the benefit of the 
few that do. The lenghtening of the 
high school course to six years in or­ 
der to enable the first years of “the 
ifollege training to be done there, is 
objectionable',because many narents 
who feel able to send their children 
to the school for four years could ndt 
afford it for six. 
The only iriettiod 
that seems to be available for those 
schools that wish to raise the, stand­ 
ard as ha« Harvard and some of the 
older schools, is to condense their in- 
s>truction and give the same amount 
in three years that is now given in 
four. The problem must be worked' 
out by time. 


President Draper spoke briefly of 
the great progress that has been made 
in the past thirty years toward^ the 
removal of the exclusiveness of the 
univeârsity, and îthus . bringing the 
common school and the intermediate 
schools in closer touch. In this con­ 
nection 
he 
strongly defended" the 
system of accrediting, high schools, 
at which the university professors are 
so much surprised. He declared that^ 
the system in Illinois had.^ proved an 
incentive to the betteriug,of the high 
school and that the standard of edu- 
•ation was not in the least lowered. 


The religion and morality of the 
university came in for a share of the 
discourse delivered by Mr. Draper. 
^‘There is more religion ^nder the 
roof of a university than anywhere 
else,* is a view of the matter that is 
not usually accepted. While it is not 
taught in public the influences of the 
school all point in that direction. The 
moral influences are al§o good gen-, 
erally, and there are few American 
schools that do not bring that feature 
to tlie front, ile predicted that in the 
future the moral power of the uni­ 
versity would, grow.

education. He introduced his re­ 
marks by a lenghty review of his re­ 
lation to the educational advan^ment 
of the state and remarked, iticidént- 
ally that his father before him had 
had mtlch to do with the advancem/But 
of learning in Illinois. For tw-enty- 
five years Mr. James has been a mem­ 
ber of the Illinois Teachers* associât 
tion. The central thought of his disr 
course was that “No church, however 
pure, is qualified to cpntfol even the 
eléméntary education of a nation.**’ 
It is his opinion, however, that the 
complete educational system should 
not be under the cojatrol of the gov- 
ernmen6 to the exclusion of all pri-, 
vate and denominational institutions, 
as is the case in Germany. The church 
institution has advantages over the 
state institution that make it almost 
*a necessity. 
\ 


The struggle between the church 
and education is just .now beginning 
according to the opinion of President 
James. Itjs show'ri by the fight now 
?oing on between the êhyrch and ed­ 
ucational institutions in France and 
Germany. The doing away with eith­ 
er system would greatly cripple the 
yducationxil facilities of the country. 


Among the things that makes the 
church institutions necessary is the 
teaching of theology, which can be 
gained nowhere else. Also the drift 
of the state institutions .seems to be 
toward instruction mostly, in prac­ 
tical jearning to the exclusion of the 
cilassics. 
The, church 
institutions 
leep these branches alive. 


Process depends upon specializa­ 
tion. Human wfuits are varied, con­ 
sequently the efforts ,to meet and sat-^ 
sfy them require special work. 


This subject of specialization in 
education was very ably and interest­ 
ingly handled by A. B. Taylor, presi^ 
-lent of Millikin University at De­ 
catur. 
, 


He said that specialization is not a 
■lew feature of educational work, but 
iates back to the building of the 
.pyramids and ta the building of ^Sol­ 
omon’s .temple, and even to pre-his-. 
toric times. 
Specialization depends 
apon*the general ImOwl^ge of ihe 
?rom which it- is drawn, and speaking', 
of the period when it should be iiitro- 
luced into the education of the in- 
vlividual, he said that after the sec- 
>ndary or high school course of edu*^ 
nation had been finished would be 
dme enough, although work might be 
lone in the gradé schdols which would, 
anticipate and introduce the thoroughi 
vork of specialization which would 
come later, but this mahual training 
ind domestic science and' other spec- 
•al feature work sliould not be eon- 
bounded nor be put in place of the 
egular special courses. . 


The time to begin thé study of 
îome special work depends upon the 
reneral Imowledge already acquired. 
Pressent Taylor recommended that 
IS much general tirainiçÿ as possible; 
ihould be had first as work along.one 
ine necessarily nar^rowed thei indi-, 
yidual and precluded ^neral study.

calling for fifty-two chjte on es 
one hundred dollars o f the^assé 
valuation of: taxable property i 
nois.

Governor Yates wanted a lower 
rate, and the levy was made; under 
protest of the executive. Forty-five 
cents upon tlie hundred dollars was, 
in the governor’s mind, a high enough 
rate if taken with revenues from all 
other sources, to meet all appropria­ 
tions and expenses, and still leave a 
working balance of $1,500,000" in the 
state treasury. The rate fixed by the 
auditor and the treasurer stánds how« 
ever, whether the governor files a 
protest or not. A two-thirds vote of 
tlie commission legally transacts any: 
proceeding. 


The last rate was only 40 cents, but 
the state treasury received a million 
dollars from the federal government 
that year in remuneration for trans­ 
portation of soldiers during the civil 
war, and the returns from the levy 
added to the million dollars allowed 
from the federal government totaled 
a sum equivalent to what would have 
been produced by a 50 cent rate. 


The state auditor and treasurer ar­ 
gued that the rate last year M'as too 
-low/that the levy tax bill of the last 
legislature makes it imperative that 
five and a half millions a year be 
raised by taxes for state purposes, 
and that there is no safe way to evade 
the mandates of that law.. They also 
contend that tho screes of state rev­ 
enue, such as the Illinois Central % 
per cent gross earnings, the inherit­ 
ance tax and fees from other depart­ 
ments :will not be up to the high wa­ 
ter mark in the present year, and iii 
order to have a working balance of at 
least two and a half million dollars 
in the state treasury at the beginning 
of the fiscal year 1905, a 52 cent rate 
is reqüired. 


“The fixing of so high a rate is in­ 
excusable and cannot be defended4 
upon any ground,” said 
Governor 
Yates after the conference. “The rate 
of 45 cents on the $100 assessed valu­ 
ation, which I suggested, would have 
left a working balance of a million 
and a half dollars in the treasury 
Under the rate named, this balance 
will be two million and a half dollars 
The levy is legal without my signa 
ture, but I shall file a protest with the 
secretary of state to show accurately 
my positon in* tho matter.” 


It is not known hew soon the pro 
test of the governor will be filed. The 
document, it is expected, will contain 
figures to substantiate the position 
discrediting assuemd by the executive 
and arguing that the tax levy bil 
of the last legislature is a discretion 
ary measure and not a mandatory 
one.

Appreciating the necessity of than- 
ufacturing excuses for the existing 
reign of crime and lawlessness in 
Chicago the police department of that 
city seek« to evade responsibility for 
its inefficiency by attributing: the 
prevalence of crime to the operation 
of the parole system.

Tlie few cases of that kind 
that ocour are exploited with avidity 
by the trust press of Chicago, because 
they serve the dot**^ purpose i>f an 
attack upon the-state administration 
and of providing the-pet of the trust 
press/ Carter H. ‘Harrison, with an 
excuse for liis misgo vemwelit. 


As a matter of fact, the records 
of the prisons in this state show that 
the number of those released on pa­ 
role who relapse is not only small, but 
is smaller than in almost any other 
state in which the parole system is 
in operation. This is a sufficient an­ 
swer to the accusations made in the 
interest of Carter H. Harrison as 
to the alleged undue leniency of the 
state board of pardons.

Domingo.. 


He left this city Nov. 24 and joined 
-D. D. Lancaster, of New York city, 
sailing from there on the steamer 
Philadelphia Nov. i>8. After a day 
spent in San Juan, Messrs Scott and 
Lancaster drove thirty miles to an­ 
other seaport town and succcded in 
making close connections there with 
a steamer for Sari Domingo. Had they 
been three miuutos later they would 
have had to wait thirty days for an­ 
other Ahip. 


Upon their arrival in the city of 
San Domingo, the capital of 
the 
province, they found it in a state of 
revolutionary ferment and although 
they had passports from the Domini­ 
can consul in New York, the govern­ 
mental changes »arc so rapid in the 
island that it was found necessary to 
proceed with caution. Little fighting 
occurs in the capital city itself, but 
here is the center of the factional 
strife and the leaders of the different 
revolutionary forces make the city 
their headquarters. 
Nearly all the 
revolutions are the result of an ef­ 
fort on the part of these leaders to 
gain control of the custom house and 
use the receipts therefrom for their 
aggrandizement.

kind offices were declined, as they 
had determined upon a trip overland 
for the purpose of acquainting them­ 
selves with the country. They also 
learned that-it iras not best to estab­ 
lish terms of intimate friendship as

as soon as relations of a friendly 
nature had been entered upon.
